Gentlemen—Tho undersigned, your spec- 
ial "committee appointed-to confer with 'a 
committee appointed by tlio common 
council of tho city of Bnoino, as to tho 
best method of caning for tho tramp iu 
tho future, would" respectfully report:

Wo learn from the committee r«pvo- 
seutiug tho city council that the city is not 
-cady at tho present timo to build a city 
look-up and therefore do not. care to take 
nny part in tho purchasing of any site Or 
hiiilding to bo used as a, tramp house. 
Youl-committee, on investigating, find 
i hat tho county can rent n room in a one- 
htory brick building on'Wisconsin street, 
near East State street, 20x40 fcot, for u 
period of six mouths a $13 per mouth, this 
being t-ho front room in a building 20x00 
feet, or they cau buy the building aud lot 
oOx94 fet, running from "Wisconsin street 
to tho alley, lor S3,000. Thu estimated 
cost of repairing or remodeling this build- 
ing as a permanent tramp house, as given 
by the city engineer, is about $800. We 
hiivo been offered a vacant lot as a .site, 
30x90 or 0-1 feet adjoining, for *7DO, or 20 
feet of itfor^BOO. 
Tiic estimated cost of 


keeping a tramp in Parlor B, is 10 cents, 
estimated cost in Parlor C. is 15 cents; 
estimated cost since Parlor C. 'censed to 
exist is J2.30. lira number'of tramps ar- 
rested In September, 1898, and placed in 
t-ho county jail was 5, and October, 1880, 
was 1.

On 


tho northern wall a small book-shell, 
mado of slabs hewed thin and- orna- 
mented by rustic boughs aud pine coucs, 
contained a fow' college textbooks iu 
Latin and Greek; a dictionary, reader 
uliu yiiuuumi- miC^ "I>uu' *,^ul.vvjie" nui* 
tho missal dropped from tho Valencia 
carnage, in Spanish. Iu English thcro 
woro a fow-novels by the best authors, a 
Shakespeare, several popular magazines 
aud reviews, military reference books 
and tactics, tho Biblo and tho-"Book 
of Common Prayer." A center table, a 
stand, four chairs, awoodbox aud wator- 
jar made up.tlio furniture. 


A few yards behind tho ofUoer's cabin 


was his kitchen; but, as tho lieutenant 


was alo'jc, ho mad£i no uso of it, turn- - 
ing his rations into the'company kitcheu,-. 
•from which his-- servant -brought .his. 
jjie.ils,-eking them out with sorao extras 
prepared at the'officer's hearth. ' . ' 


Life in tho valley -was ful1. of adven- 


ture. During tho -eight mouths ' that 
Eayraor remained there ho had'frequent 
encounters with tlio Navajoes, success- 
fully resisting'au attempt by a party of • 
300 to capture the .camp and meeting 
with various minor collisions'on the 
outlying trr.ils. .On ly two of these affairs 
have anything to do with the thread of 
this story. The-first occurred in thelasS 
week of October.

Late iu tho afternoon''of a pleasant 


day a gentleman, mounted -ou a pony 
and accompanied by a Mexican serving 
man similarly mounted, entered, the 
camp and was shown by the sergeant of 
tho guard to tho quarters of the lieu- 
tenant. Ho introduced himself as thc 
agent of tho Navajo tribe of Indians and 
presented a letter from the department 
commander which stated that t-ho 
bearer was on his way to tho Indian 
puoblo of Jetties to prevent, a threatened 
massacro of a number of Navajo wom- 
en, children, and old m-ai who had 
sought asylum thcro and authorized tho 
lieutenant to furnish him with a de- 
tachment of soldiers. 


Ati.ei- dismounting aud entering tho 


officer's cabin tho agent stated that, tho 
Navajo country being overrun by t>he 
national forces, many of the principal 
men of tho tribo had sent thoir wives . 
.and children to tlio towns of the Pueblo 
Indians for safety, rind that there wero. 
now at Jemez 13 old warriors, IS women 
and quite r. number . of children. 
Eo 


further stated that a war party of JTav- 
ajoos had recently successfully raided 
tho stock of tlio pr.pblo. of Saato Do- 
mingo becauso tlio inhabitants had ic- 
i'nscd to grant asylum to their families, 
and thaifthc Dominicans had organized 
a party to go to Jcracz and kill the aged 
men and t.ho women and children t-hero 
in rnveugc. 


The lieutenant expressing it doubt 


that tho Jemcz Indians would permit 
such an outrage of tho Ir.vrs of hospital- 
ity, especially when they outnumbered 
tho Dominicans by several hundreds, • 
(.lie. ago:it replied that JOIUIIK was in no 
sense to bo considered friendly to thc 
Navajoes, but that its position near a, 
principal (rail to t-ho country of those 
predatory nomads made it t.otho advan- 
tage of rho pueblo to bo on good terms. 


Tho Dominicans had sent word to the 


governor of Jemez that if his people 
interfered to protect their guests tho 
military aat-horiiics would 
consider 


them allies of tho Navajoes and treat 
them accordingly. 


For messenger and other special serv- 


ice requiring speed t-ho camp had been 
furnished with two bronchos. These, 
with thc six wagon mulcts and thc pri- 
vate horse of tho licntt'iiunt, mado it j 
pofesiblo in au emergency to mount nino 
men. Kaymer mentioned this to the 
a::cnt and urged U.st tho detachment 
should start at 3 iu ;ho morning, which 
would enable- it to cover thc 25 miles 
between the valley and the pnoblo by 
dayiight. But tho gentleman preferred 
sleeping to night marsihing and insisted 
that to loavo by sunrU'o would be suffi- 
ciently early. 


The orders (if the cominandini.: general 


required tiio Kentcnant, to conform his 
movements to tho wishes of the ugenC, . 
TO ho cxnild do nothing but wait, that 
gcnlicmaii maintaining that tho .Domin- 
icans would not leavo their pueblo be- 
fore noon. 


1'cforo tatioo.First Sergeant Cunning- 


ham waited upon iho ofiicei.1 with thcro- 
qncst that ho be allowed to accompany 
tho oxpeditioii, his duties having hith- 
erto confined him strictly to camp. Tho 
request was granted, and at daybreak 
the next morning thc party of Hand 
the lieutenant's setter, Victoriana,1 left, 
tlio camp. 


A:1, Victorian.! is a principal character 


bi an incivlcnfc soon to bo related, sho 
nv.isc be- introduce-d to flic reader. Yv'lien 
Rnyinev was about, to-lravc Santa Fo for 
the valley?, his friend Reed g.ivo him a 
beautiful young setter, which he named 
as above, but which for convenience; 
except in moments of confidence, ho 
called Vic. She was white and liver 
colored, with 3::ottlod nose and paws, 
and hr,d ;•. tail like tho plume of Htury 
of Navarre. Sho had received no educa- 
tion^, but she possessed plenty of capac- 
ity, and much of Haymcr's time during 
t-ho long evenings and on days when 
hunting or scouting was spent iu train-- 
ing her. 


She learned to cioso the door when he 


simulated a shiver, to bring his slippers 
when she sa\v him begiu to remove his 
boots, to curry notes to tiio first sergeant, 
the laundress, the servant and the cooks 
and to go back to thc c::mp from long 
distances for articles sent for. Sho was 
an unerring setter and a fine retriever. 
She was taught noc to bark where a 
sound might bring an cnomy upon her 
friends, and 'sho would follow at tho 
hods of her master's horse when told to 
do so and never mako a break to right 
or left.

Covered 
with dust and mud, bis horss rooking 
with foam, tho, lieutenant burst through 
tho crowd of spectators on tho west side 
of tho plaza and gained thn open space 
just as 'the firing party was advancing 
with wild yells to complete the tragedy 
by scalping the slain.

.TJio chiefs turned, joined their party, 


and shortly afterward the whole caval- 
cade moved silently out of a corner of 
the niiiare. crestfallen and ashamed. 
my-mor souths tlio Jiouseof thc Cath- 


olic priest and became his guest for thw 
night. Early thc following morning ho 
hold au inspection of tho mules.

Ten days or two weeks before mar- 


keting fowls confine them in small yards 
v.-hero they will -bo quiat, contented aud 
out of sight of other poultry. 
Seeing 


other fowls at- largo will make them 
frt'ti and loss flesh iuslicad of gaining, 
Keep tho yards scrupulously clean. Feed 
three times a day all that will bo oaten 
at each moal. Give the first meal early 
and tho last ouo late in the day. Pro- 
vide plenty of sharp grit'aud fresh water, 
Covu is best for-fiuishing off poultry, as 
•it gives a firmer flesh nnd yellower col- 
or than buckwheat or other grains. Pul- 
lets can bo fattened best jast before com- 
mencing to lay aiid cockerels when t-ho, 
tails begin to" turn. It is iv mistake to 
keep males until fully matured. 'As 
soon p.s fit for broilers they should bo 
marketed. 
Cockerels always meet n 


ready sale and command high prices. , 


Them is jnuch to bo learned about 


dressing poultry. It i:; useless to send 
fowls to market unless fat and neatly 
dressed. Attractiveness is an important 
feature in selling, and great loss fre- 
quently occurs from Jack of it. In sell- 
ing to local dealers uso tho samo caro iu 
dressing that would bo taken ii' shipping 
to ,", distant commission merchant i is tho 
advice of .i writer in ThoAmariain Ag- 
riculturist, who says: Fowls look best 
when dry picked, especially if fat and 
plump. It' they iiro wot in lino condition, 
it, is licst to scald them before picking. 
When dry- picked, tlio natural iirnmess 
of tlio flesh remains, and poultry for 
genural markets should bo so prepared 
it possible. Let tho fowls go without 
food for lato 24 hours before killing, 
so that nothing will remain in the crop, 
to sour. Kill by severing the veins of 
the neck or inside tho mouth. This can 
be quickly and painlessly done with a 
sharp knife. ILuig the fowls by tlio feet 
to bleed and pick while the bodies ,aro 
warm, using great caro not to tear tho 
skin. Leave the head and feet on and 
do not remove the crop or intestines. 
Wash in cold water, wipe di'y and hang 
up by the fool: in a cool place. For scald- 
ing, heat tho water about to iho boiling 
point. Holding Tho fowl by tho head 
and feet, dip the body into tho \vatur 
three or four limes. If the head touches 
(ho water, it will givo tho eyos a 
KhiT.iik.en I'.pppjiraiicc. Buyers arc nat- 
urally suspicious, and- if tho eyes aro 
sunken they think the fowl has been 
sick. WluM tlio {withers and pinfeathors 
have been remover!, immerse tho fowl 
in scalding water for four or livo sec- 
onds and then dip iunnerifjitcly into ice- 
cold water to givo it a plump appear- 
ance. 
If the head is cue off, turn tho 


skin back n triJlo, cut oil' tho bone, and 
drawing the skill forward tio it neatly. 


Dr.cks and geese should go through 


the samo process of dressing as chickens. 
For ihesii fowls it requires more time 
for the scalding water to penetrate and 
loosen the feathers. vAfto-rscaldiuKwrap 
them in a thick cloth for two minutes, 
and the feathers and tlo'.vu wi:l conn; 
off easily. Turkeys should always bo 
dry picked. Boforo packing for shipping 
be sure t-liu meat is dry and cold. Pnek 
Miugly in clean boxes or barrels after 
placing a layer of clean hay or straw in 
the bottom. Boxes or barrels holding 
.inn to 150 pounds aro conveniently 
h:;ndled. 


Generally speaking, the grinding of 


grain for i'atteuii;g steers in tho open 
yards is not followed to :i great extent 
in the western slates. 
But wl-.on tho 


object is to put on tho greatest amount 
of fat in as shore a timo as possible 
Frairio Farmer says riiaf- grinding no 
uViubf can be (iono with profit. An ani- 
mal requiivs a poMtivu amount of food 
fur sustenance, and 
the- gi'eater thu 


amount, of food consumed and turned 
into fat or muscle, 'without wasie. tho 
sooner the aniniwl may bo put upon tho 
market, and consequently with a pro- 
ponintiately less cost. In grinding outs, 
as compared with bran, for milk cows 
Professor \Voll found that cows invari- 
ably did. better on oats, going up in 
rniik yield when coining on oats and 
going down when bran was foil. . And 
the average for six cows was a gain of 
ribov.t; 10 per cent in milk and milk fat 
in favor of ground oais. In another trial 
conducted at tho Madison station in 
ISS'J it- was found that when two-thirds 
of tho ration consisted of ground oats 
and omi-ihird cornmeal -1SU pounds of 
feed resulted in 100 pounds gain as 
against 100 pounds gui" with -JOli pounds 
u'f feed when, the ration consisted of n 
ration of or.c-third ground oats and two- 
thirds coruineal.

Instead of hauling the barnyard ma-' 


miro 10 ihu field as made, mauy farmers 
pili- it up in the yard, and after tho 
wheat or rye is sown top dress the Cold 
with thu thoroughly decomposed mate- 
rial, which is usually spread directly 
from tliowagou. entailing less labor and 
a more oven distribution than by any oth- 
er plan. There is', howovcr, :i question 
about making ibis application after 
sowing. Those who have tried both 
plans in iho sr.mn field and upon the 
same c.Top as reported by American Ag- 
riculturist prefer to apply tho manure 
jns? previous to tho laj-.t harrowing, or 
at kvist, before drilling, as this insures 
nor only a inoi'O evou dii-tribution, but 
a fining of all lumps. aud the covering 
with toil of a largo per cent of tho ma- 
nure, placing it nearer the growing 
plants whero the soil will absorb the 
fertility, instead of allowing it to es- 
cape, as much of it noes when simply 
scattered over the surface. Tho more 
•Miorough the harrowing the better the 
;:;i'oct of the manure.

SMUT AND RUST"ON~FODDER. 


V.'liJit A vilio.ril.ics Say About Feeding tlio 


AtVctccl Fodder to Cuttle. 


Is it safe to i'ecd fodder thut is .'iffcct- 


ed with smut anil rust? ;is!;s Rural Now 
Yorker. 0. 0. Gcorgeson of tho Kansas 
station has never observed tho slightest 
ill (.'fleets from either, although on tho 
lookout, for such oflocls. W. M. Hays of. 
tho Minnesota station writes: 


So far as I have observed in a, rather 


extended experience of feeding corn fod- 
der anrl cereal grains, I never knew of :i 
case where smut or rust, resulted in any 
::cn(o injury to livo stock. 
Of course 


corn that has a largo proportion of sum* 
would doubtless have a much Jess feed- 
ing value- than corn not diseased. Like- 
wise wheat straw very .badly rusted 
would not be worth as Ji'ueh per ton 
for feed as clean, bright straw. It may 
bo that theso fungous plants do consid- 
erable to lessen tho palatability and tho 
nutritive effect of these fodders, but wo 
have no direct evidence so far os I know 
on this" question. 
Doubtless whatever 


effect there is is more of a genorr.l effect 
on tlio health of tho animal.' Although 
in rare oases acnto corn diseases hava 
been reported, none bns boon in this stato 
that I know of. 


C. D. Smith of tho Michigan Agricul- 


tural college would not_ reject sninttcd 


stalks, uGVer, haying noted any evil con:. 
sequences following the feedingxif corn-- 
stalks badly smutted. Professor Henry 
of tha Wisconsin station says: ' 


In the .west many cattle die every fall 


shortly after .having been turned' into 
stalk fields, and farmers very frequent: 
Jy attribute those- deaths to the eating 
of sinut. I doubt the correctness of this 
conclusion. Is it uot more reasonable to 
beliovo that thoso cattle eat too nraoh 
corn or too freely ,of tho stalis or both, 
and suffering "from the want of water or 
an oversup'ply after groat 'thirst die 
from gastric derangement? It seems to 
me cntirely'possible, on tho other hand, 
that some animals acquire a fondness 
for tho corn smut aud seek it out in the 
stalk fields and die therefrom. In other 
words, while I do Jiot believe deaths 
from eating corn srntit aro very common, 
I believe such are possible aud clo oc- 
cur. It is certain that corn smut is not 
usually ", virulent poisou. I doubt if 
feeding cattle shock corn or ensilage 
carrying t-ho usual amount of smut 
'will prove injurious'to tho health of 
the animals. 
Is it not well, however, 


to take off as far as possible Hie bunches 
of smut and destroy them to prevent the 
spread of this disease in the corn? While 
ic may bo true that- smut does not- in- 
^jnro t-ho cattle, it certainly causes a 
heavy loss to t-ho farmer. 
Iu one' study 


•of the injury caused by smut wo found 
the: loss of corn ajnocntiug to from (! to 
'20 per cent of tho total Crop. 


In regard to smut- on the straw of 


oats, wheat or barley being injurious to 
cattle, I have never known of any trou- 
ble from this cause. 
Of course what, is 


said above does not apply to ergot or 
crgoti/.cd grains aiid grasses. Wo.know 
that troublo has followed the eating of 
such in several cases at tho west. 


The FlHXMjoU Crop, 


Accord ing to reports received by Brad- 


stiect's, the prolonged drought is respon- 
sible for ;i curtailment of flaxseed. Tho 
iiax plant, which in this country is 
grown almost entirely for the seed, is 
produced largely and us far as commer- 
cial purposes uro concerned almost en- 
tirely in the northwestern states west of 
tho Mississippi river. Minnesota, South 
Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas 
fmnre prominently in tho order immou 
in production of flaxseed. Estimates us 
to acreage, planted this year v;uy con- 
siderably, but tho general conclusion 
appears to bu that tho acreage planted 
was not much in excess of that of last 
vcar. Except in the stato of Kansas, 
which is a. comparatively small produc- 
ing region, tho weather for growing is 
reported tolmvobcen quite unfavorable, 
the early planted seed having fared 
best, while the later crop was injured 
by dry weather. 
Except in Kansas, 


where conditions appear to have been 
gtuicrally favorable, the outlook appears 
to bo i'or n considerable decrease in yield 
compared with last year and the year 
before last. In Minnesota, Iowa, aud 
South Dakota, tho three heaviest pro- 
ducing states, iho reported decrease 
varies from 10 to 30 per cent.

The 
"knocker" always is despised and shunned 
by those who thoroughly know him;, but, 
like all persons v.-ho deal in nebulous mat- 
ters, "knockers" nro dilEcuIs to convict. 
Almost ovary the.itric.il company has n6 
'least one "knocker" in its ranks, while 
tho mnniigor of a successful.tlionter has a 
whole army of them to contend with. 


The •'knocker" is n "backcappcr"—in 


plain English, ouc who decs as much in- 
jury as ho can to men who, his poor in- 
Btincts tell him, are his superiors. If n 
person is discharged from a company, it is 
hinted that tho "knoeker" has been at 
.work, and all sorts of explanations are 
made, in tho attempt to keep secret the 
causes which led to tho discharge. 
Crim- 


inations and recriminations arc indulged 
in, wherein Mr. Smith is accused of hav- 
ing "queered" .Miss Jor.es, and Actor 
Smith and Actress Jones arc given a ten:- 
pornry importance which is quickly for- 
gotten.

And there's tho "but." 
Tho "knocker" has sofiot the manager's 


ear that the manager discharges cither 
Smith cr Jones without the slightest c.t.uso 
and wholly beennse of tho "knocker's" 
diplomacy. Diplomacy, by tho way, is a 
mild word to nso in.this connection. 


There arc all sc-rtb ami conditions of 


"knockers." 
l''irst £s the man who gets 


tho car of the manager and is constantly 
telling that a certain person In Clio com- 
pany is "good:" -very good!" "cxcel- 
Irntl" Ho is thoroughly i" earnest, to 
all appearances, and keeps up his praise so 
long and so persistently that the manager 
gets disfiusted—probably suspicious—and 
the .nccov is discharged. Sonio "knockers" 
work in a diair.ciri&nlly opposite way. 
Tlioy say out and out that such an actor 
oi' aetross is bail. Uiit this is only when a 
rcL-itionship of familiarity has been estab- 
lished between the "kuoukcr" and the 
manager. Next comes tho insinuating 
"knocker." He usually wears a placid 
smile whenever the name of the person 
whom he wishes to "knock" is mentioned. 
He will shrug his shoulders and murmur: 
"Yes. ho is pood—that is. I think-so, 
Ahem!" 
This often sets tho manager

1 Ie was appealed to by 
nearly o\ery newspaper in New York for 
cither n letter nr an editorial, and lie never 
refused any such request'.

His mind seemed to bo so full of tho sub- 
ject thnt his- pen was scarcely able to keep 
pace with his thoughts, and hu wrote upon 
a great variety of aspects. He was com- 
pelled to bear in mind the eharactcrof the 
newspaper and of its readers, so that when 
he wrote for the rdi"iuiis press his argu- 
ments were of course more nearly all led 10 
Scriptural presentation than when ho con- 
tributed to the daily press.

Upon several days he made as mauy as 
llirco iiv four addrossrs, neno of their, very 
Ion;;, but all of them full of lire and all 
of, them.as reported containing a certain 
literary charm. He jr.ado.n number of ad- 
dresses which were not reported, for he 
met many committees which had come to 
him for advice. He was compelled to

partisan. aj;d some of the older poli- 
ticians vrho heard him said that l:e vu- 
vealed in those brief addresses political ca- 
pacity which, had he chosen to bo n poli- 
tician, would have made him very success- 
ful. 
Besides the broader inilucncu which 


Parkluirst has exerted, ono which caused 
Joseph IL Cl-.oiun to call him "tha mora' 
ruler of New York." another influence 
has sprung from this work of Parkhurst-'s, 
for ic has taught the litr.rary men and tho 
scholars of New York what admirable aids 
literary capacity ami learningarc for those 
who are ready to take earnest part in sus- 
laiuins the responsibilities of citizenship.

which ITrod Douglass was received hero 
something like 50 years ngo and tho mari- 
ner In which ho is received whenever ho 
comes horo now. Then tlicro wore those 
who treated him with contumely. Now ho 
Is n guest honored by everybody. 
Ills first appearance horo was as » speak- 


er Jn tho olrt Bothol church that used to 
Etnnd on Washington street near tho ca- 
nal, but has long ago disappeared. His 
earliest efforts as n speaker were religious. 
Aftor his escape from slavery ho went to 
Providence or some other Kow England 
town, and them ho became conspicuous us 
nn oxhortcr. llochostcr was at that time 
headquarters of almost all tho current 
isms and movements for reform. A'Roch- 
ester abolltlonlst.who went to Providence 
hoard of tho unusual eloquence displayed 
nightly at tlio revival meetings that wore 
then shaking that Now England city by' 
nu escaped slave named Frederick Doug- 
lass. The visitor went to hoar tho'iiogru- 
speaker and was completely carried away.- 
The result was that shortly nCtor Douglass 
received an invitation to visit Rochester 
under tho uusplccs of tho local circle of ab- 
olitionists. Ic was bollovcd that ho.could 
Bpcnk as well upon tho abolition question 


tlco and ho was foreman) agreed among 
ourselves that quite likely Brown would 
bo board from somewhere later. Well, suro 
enough, ho was, as. all the world knows, 
for In a fortnight or two tho news of, the 
Harper's Terry raid was sent over tho 
couutry. A few days after that It became 
unsafe for Douglass to remain in tho Unit- 
ed States, and ho was got across tho M- 
agara rivor to Clifton, Canada. There he 
staid for some weeks till enough money 
could be raised to get him to England. 
Thcro bo remained until the excitement 
over his supposed implication In John 
Brown's conspiracy, blew over. I have 
never known just how much Douglass 
knew about the Harper's Ferry raid, but I 
suppose ho knew all about it. It was in? 
dutv to act ns messenger between. Roch- 
ester and Clifton while Douglass was at 
tho latter "pl=co. I carried letters to him 
and brought letters from him, and It was 
I who cniricd the money'to him when it 
was finally raised that enabled him to 
cross tho son. During his absence Julia 
Griffith aud myself ran the paper, tho 
name of which had boon ohnngcd to Fred 
Douglass' Paper. When I saw Douglass 
1-ist your at iho World's fair, wo talked all 
this over, and Douglass scorned to bo in- 
tensely impressed by the enormous changes 
that had token plnco since tho days of tho 
old North-'Star, changes in tho bringing 
about of which ho certainly had a -great 
deal to. do.!.' 


Doiiclaas and His Family- 


It appears from what is said by those 


who roir.om'her Douglass aud Ills family in 
tho days before tho war that, although 
they wore not received socially, excepting 
by tho Quakers and others who were ardent 
iiiiolltionists,-Uiey wore by them accorded 
every courtesy that was extended- to any 
white family: 
Tho first .Mrs, Douglass 


was a full blooded negrcss. Sho was not 
her husband's' equal intellectually by any 
means, and she did not care to go with 
him to all the places from which ho re- 


us lie could upon religious matters. Tho 
experiment fully justified tho expectation. 
There arc only a few yet ulivo In this town 
who remember tho address ho delivered at 
that time. Hiss .Maria G/Portcr, a tiny- 
old maiden lady, with white hair and a 
long memory, is one. Sho sat iu tho par- 
lor of her residence hero today and told mo 
about it.

There 
wcro those among tho curious who at 
tempted to scoff and make trouble, but 
tho sentiment was too ptrong In the 
speaker's favor, und they were obliged to 
keep still or leave. Tho abolition fcellD" 
hero was greatly furthered by that fh's. 
meeting, and when Douglass cumo back 
later to stay and started his paper, Tho 
North Star, ho found a much larger per 
centago of followers among tho popula- 
tion than when ho told his story in tlio old 


! It was between tho timo of this Bothcl 
speech aud tho issuing of tho first number 
of Tho North Star that Douglass oiado his 
first visit to England aud Ireland. It wan 
there that ho mot Julia Griffith, tho rich 
young English woman who came back to 
America with him and devoted much of 
hor time aud fortune to helping hiai. lie 
brought with him a violin, bought in Dub- 
lin, which he still possesses. 
Concerning 


the purchase of tills violin Douglass after- 
ward told J. K. Post of this city the follow- 
ing story:

; "I went into a musio store in Dublin 
and asked to look at violins. The propri- 
etor handed me ono with seeming reluc- 
tance.

Among those whoso memory of Freder- 


ick Douglass in Hochestor lends him of- 
tcnest to indulge in reminiscence is Wil- 
liam Oliver, for years prominent in public 
affairs hero. Oliver wits but a boy when 
The North Star wr.s established and went 
to work in tho oflice as printer's devil and 
carrier boy from the very first issue. Aft- 
erward he'learned tho printer's trade and 
llnally became foreman of the composing 
room. 
-'Quo day," said Mr. Oliver to me yes- 


terday, '-Douglass came into tho office in 
thu morning looking unusually bright and 
cheerful. 
He stepped into tlio middle ot 


tho floor and began to whistle n lively mel- 
ody. Then ho full to dancing. Ho did the 
double shuflle and tlio 'Sailor's Horn- 
pipe,' hodanued a breakdown nnd num- 
ber of other steps tho names of which I do 
not know. 1'lnally, when ho wound up 
with tho finest pigeon wing 1 ever saw, ho 
was In a dripping perspiration and entire- 
Jy out of breath, la answer to my ques- 
tioning he said;

"In those- old days at the office of Tho 


North Star I used to sec many ot tho inon 
whoso names aro now inscribed on tho 
pages of history by reason of their early 


' Identification with tho abolition move- 


ment. There were Gcrrlt Smith and Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison and Wendell Phil- 
lips and other lessor lights. Garrison and 
Phillips disagreed In later years with 
Douglass, but then tho;- wci-o among his 
Ftanchest supporters. Another man whom 
I remember very well, and who woro a 
long beard aud had piercing eyes, came to 
the office ono clay. His name, was Bi'own-j 
—John Brown of Osawatomlo. His per- 
sonality was'vary strongly impressed upon 
me. Ho nnd Douglass had many long and 
secret talks, and finally Brown went away 
suddenly ono morning. Two or three of 
us who woro in the office (James Vlok was

nonular. even among proslavcry men. Ihis. 
popular, even among proslavcry men 
was largely duo to his unvarying suavity 
nud his absolute mastery of himself.

is remembered with grcnt unanimity by 
nil his old time acquaintances with whum 
I have talked that ho never lost his tcm 
per in any discussion of tho abolition ques- 
tion; that he was always courteous and 
gentlemanly even under tho most trying 
circumstances, amUbalho counted among 
Ills warmest personal friends some of tha 
men who.wcrc strongest in their opposi- 
tion to the movement lor tho freeing of tho 
slaves. For some years Rochester was an- 
nually agitated from center to circumfer- 
ence by tho question as to where and how 
tbo children of Frederick Douglass should 
bo educated. His daughter, Rose, was pno 
of tho brightest young girls in-thecity, 
nnd Douglass objected to her being sent to 
tho school which was provided especially 
for tlio children of co'.orcd parents. 
One 


year tiic majority of the school board were 
proslavcry men, and they decided that 
Koso must po to tbo negro school. 
Doug- 


lass had no Idea of submitting to tho de- 
cision, and co ho wont before the board. 


"Tho eloquence of that man," said n 


venerable member of that old time school 
board yesterday, "in pleading that his 
child should imvo all the privileges as to 
education that would have been accorded 
her if her skin had heen white was simply 
wonderful, 
I have never listened to any- 


thing approaching It either before or since. 
Vet at" no time did ho make use of nny 
harsh terms; at no timo \v;is thcro the 
faintest truoc of bitterness in bis words. 
Ho simply set before us his desires as a 
resident and n father with all tlio skill 
that a master of Iiingungo could command. 
I admit that wo had definitely determined 
not to fjivo him what ho asked, though I 
am ashamed of it now, but wo could no: 
resist his persuasive words. When wo 
came to take iv vote, permission for his 
daughter, Kose, to attend tho 
public 


schools ot Rochester was unanimously 
granted." 


Douglass1 present wife, a white woman, 


was born iu Hnucoye, a few miles south 
of hero, but few Rochcstcrlnns know her.
